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The statistical information on the following pages relates to 
motor vehicle traffic collisions reported to the Ontario Ministry 
of Transportation and Communications during the calendar year 
1971 which resulted in death or injury to persons, or in property 
damage in excess of $200. 


In July of 1971 revisions were made to the data recorded from 
motor vehicle collisions to further improve the statistical con- 
tent. Statistics contained in this report represent a merging of 
similar data wherever possible. Where this is not possible, data 
will be shown for the appropriate six month period. 


The report is divided into three major sections dealing with: 
i) an account of the property damage, injuries and deaths 
arising from motor vehicle traffic collisions in Ontario in 1971; 
ii) a description of trends in collisions and in death and injury 
rates over the period 1962-1971; and iii) a review of selected 
factors influencing or associated with collision and injury risk. 
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MOTOR VEHICLE TRAFFIC COLLISIONS IN 1971 


Summary 


In 1971 there were 158,831 reported motor vehicle traffic colli- 
sions. When compared with 1970 this reflects an overall increase 
of 12.2%. 


The number of persons fatally injured has increased by 15.2%, 
with large proportionate increases in bicyclists and motorcycle 
drivers. 31.5% of all fatal traffic victims were between the ages 
of 15 and 24 years. The lowest per capita death rates were found 
for residents of counties such as Haliburton (11.2), York (13.6),

The number of persons injured non-fatally increased by 12.7% 
caused mainly by increases in driver and passenger victims and 
including a substantial proportionate increase in bicyclists. 


An increase in road user traffic in 1971 was shown by a 10.7% in- 
crease in vehicle registration and estimated increases of 2.1% in 
population and 4.5% in vehicle miles travelled.

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TRENDS IN MOTOR VEHICLE COLLISIONS 


Summary 


Over the past decade 1962-1971 the Ontario population, the 
number of licensed drivers, the motor vehicle registrations and 
motor vehicle collisions have been increasing, with motor 
vehicle collisions exhibiting the sharpest rate of increase. The 
large decrease in the number of collisions reported in 1970 is 
due mainly to the change in collision reporting legislation which 
raised the property damage criteria to $200 on January 1, 1970. 


Over the period 1962-1971 the number of traffic deaths in- 


creased from 1,383 persons to 1,769. At the same time the On- 
tario population grew from 6.4 million people to 7.8 million. The 
fatality rate per 100,000 population has not changed signifi- 
cantly varying from a low of 20.1 in 1970 to a high of 24.0 in 
1967. 


In contrast to this trend, the number of persons injured non- 
fatally has increased steadily noticeably so in 1971 to a high of 
108.5 per 10,000 population compared to a low of 65.8 in 1962.

MOTORCYCLE COLLISION STATISTICS 


In September 1968, Highway Traffic Act amendments came into effect requiring that a safety helmet, as prescribed, be worn by mo- 
torcycle operators and their passengers. Comparison of fatal and non-fatal statistics for the first three years following the law 
with those of the year immediately preceding the law show a reduction in fatalities of 32% during 1968-1969, 42% during 1969- 
1970 and 21% during 1970-1971 for motorcycle drivers. Motorcycle passengers showed a reduction in fatalities of 50% during 
1968-1969, 36% during 1969-1970 but increased by 7% in 1970-1971 


Motorcycle driver injuries showed decreases with the decrease in 1970-1971 being almost half of those of the two previous 


years.
